Pharmacy Wales 
held an event at the 
Senedd to highlight 
unnecessary NHS 
overspend on medi¬ 
cines and how to 
tackle the problem. 

Ogmore AM Huw 
Irranca-Davies heard that 
the annual cost of wasted 
medicines in Wales is 
£50 million and the 
Welsh Government has 
estimated that around 
£10 million could be 
saved by reducing 
wasted medicines in 
primary care. 

The 700 community 
pharmacies in Wales are 
encouraging patients to 
return wasted medicines 
to their pharmacy and to 
think about their own 
medicine usage. 

Mr Irranca-Davies 
said: “We should all be 
mindful of this important 
issue and our usage of 
medicines. The financial 
implications to our NHS 
and the environmental 
aspects with disposing of 
the unwanted supplies 
are problems that can be 
avoided.” 

A 2016 report by the 
Welsh Government 
showed 79.5 million 
prescriptions were issued 
in 2015, compared to 
78.5 million the previous 
year. 

The overall cost of 
Wales prescription policy 
was £593.7m, up 3.5 per 
cent on 2014.

‘The community 
always steps in 
when a government 
lets people down’ 


W HAT I really love 
about my job is the 
community spirit 
across the constituency. 

For some people, times are 
particularly tough at the moment. 
Seven years of Conservative 
Government* cuts really are having 
an impact on the ground - to suggest 
they’re not is to be walking around 
with your eyes closed. From the 
‘bedroom tax’, to hidden rises to the 
state pension age, to Universal Credit 
looming just around the comer, it can 
seem like there are lots of things to 
worry about. But during these tough 
times, what surprises me again and 
again is the tenacity and the selfless 
reaction of the wider community. 

From foodbanks to community 
gardens, there is always somebody out 
there trying to help out a neighbour 
who is stmggling.

Wings stands for Women In 
Need Getting Support and it takes the 
form of a group of volunteers 
committed to helping women who 
cannot afford menstmal products. 

Their core focus is to help end 
period poverty - something which 
clearly shouldn’t even be an issue in 
2017 Britain. It was a lovely evening 
which helped raise a great deal of 
money for those who need it most. It 
was so fantastic to see the community 
coming together in this way to help 
tackle this injustice. 

It just can’t be right that women in 
modern Britain are in a position where 
they have to choose between sanitary 
products and feeding themselves or 
their family. When this is happening 
something is going badly wrong. 

Following the fundraiser, once I 
had returned to Westminster, I asked 
the Leader of the House, Andrea 
Leadsom MP, whether she would find 
time for MPs to debate this important 
subject and how the government’s 
cuts impact women’s access to 
sanitation. 

She refused. I was astounded. 

When 85 per cent of the government’s 
cuts fall on women and girls [The 
Independent, December 6, 2014: 
Women bear 85% of burden after 
Coalition’s tax and benefit tweaks^ 
there is no mistake in what is 
happening to women across the UK. 

The Conservatives are making a 
political choice and on this issue it is 
a particularly ugly one.

Man brandished a knife in

STAFF at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital, Bridgend, 
were terrified when 
a man walked into

Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

After a drinking 
session, alcoholic 
Darren Tipping had 
armed himself with a 
flick knife, said 
prosecutor Ian Kolvin. 

Tipping, in an 
agitated state, 

repeatedly asked for 
help and appeared to be 
having a mental 
episode, he added. 

Tipping, 48, a welder 
of Llys Owain, Brackla, 


had been convicted by 
Cardiff and Vale 
Magistrates of a public 
order offence and of 
possessing an offensive 
weapon and had been 
committed to the Crown 
Court for sentence. 

He was jailed for 10 
months, the sentence 
suspended for 18 
months, and ordered to 
attend treatment for 
alcoholism for six 
months and to pay costs 
of £300.

Jenkins said the weapon 
was “fearsome” and 
added: “Hospitals and 
their staff are coming 
under attack from 
members of the public 
more and more.

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Porthcawl News November 1917 — HOW THE TOWN’S 
‘BANTAM BATTALIONS’ WERE IN THE FIRING LINE 




Local historian Ceri Joseph from 
Porthcawl Museum continues her 
series^ looking back at life in the 
town^ 100 years ago^ as World War 
One still raged. 

I NTERNATIONALLY, November 
1917 will always be remembered for 
the October Revolution in Russia. 

So called because Russia followed the Julian 
calendar and as such, the date for them was 
attributed to October 24, which corresponded with 
November 6 in our Gregorian calendar. 

The revolution, of course, signalled the 
Bolsheviks seizing power in Russia, which not 
only would have an enormous impact on global 
politics but, at the time, resulted in Russia pulling 
out of the war. 

Another event that month which triggered 
international repercussions was a letter written on 
November 2 from British Foreign Secretary Arthur 
James Balfour to Baron Lionel Rothschild, 

Britain’s most famous Jewish citizen. 

In the letter, Balfour expressed the British 
Government’s support for a Jewish homeland. 
Underpinning this decision was the hope that such 
a declaration would help gain Jewish support for 
the Allies from USA and Russia. 

Prime Minister David Lloyd George also wished 
for British dominance in Palestine, as it would act 
as ‘a land bridge’ between India and Egypt, two 
countries already under British administration. 

The Balfour Declaration would have a profound 
influence on post-war negotiations at The Treaty of 
Versailles in 1919, as Britain was entrusted with 
the ad mi nistration of Palestine in the understanding 
that it would work with both Jews and Arabs to 
forge a peaceful conclusion. 

This was not to be, as between the wars, the 
Jewish population of the region increased while the 
Palestinians did not receive what they had been 
promised: self-government. 

Eventually, violence between the two sides 



escalated. Eollowing World War Two, the horrors 
of the Holocaust and British occupation of the 
region proving untenable, the State of Israel was 
formed in 1948. 

Yet in November 1917, British forces were 
entrenched in the fighting for control of Gaza. 

After two failures to take Gaza earlier in the year, 
the newly-appointed General Edmund Allenby’s 
plan to break through the Ottoman line into 
southern Palestine eventually proved a success. 

Among the extra troops sent from Britain and 
the Commonwealth was 2nd Lieutenant Horace 
Scott Dowdeswell, 5th Battalion, Welsh Regiment. 

Horace, born in Treherbert in 1898, was the only 
son of William and Amelia Elizabeth Dowdeswell, 
whose three younger children were girls. 

His father Major William Dowdeswell, an 
architect by profession, followed his older brother 
Thomas into the 3rd Volunteer Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment in 1889 and on the formation of the 
Territorial Eorce in 1908, transferred to the 5th 
Battalion, with whom he served at Gallipoli, being 
invalided home on October 7, 1915. 

It was soon afterwards that the family moved to 
‘Penoyne’ Mary Street, Porthcawl. Yet young 
Horace often stayed with his Uncle Thomas and 
Aunt Sarah at Llansteffan, Pembrokeshire. 

Horace himself was commissioned into the 
Welsh Regiment and was posted to Egypt to join 
the 5th Battalion, Welsh Regiment which was 
attached to 53rd (Welsh) Division. 

He took part in the advance into Palestine from 
March 1917 onwards, and was killed in action 
while leading his company into a storm of Turkish 
machine gun fire on November 3. Horace was 19 
years old, and is buried at Beersheba War 
Cemetery, Israel. 

Horace is remembered on his parents’ grave in 
St John’s Church, Newton and on the 5th Battalion 
Memorial on Pontypridd Common. 

On the Western Eront, November 20 at the 
Battle of Cambrai, hundreds of tanks breached the 
German Hindenburg Line for the first time in a 
surprise attack. Yet within three weeks any British 
advantage had been lost, resulting in many 
casualties. Among them were most of the officers 


and men of the 17th/18th Battalion, Welsh 
Regiments who died defending the British position 
at Bourlon Wood, November 23. 

Both battalions began life at Porthcawl. In 
1914, the height restriction of 5’6” for enlistment 
was removed. Consequently at the Esplanade 
Hotel the 17th Battalion, 1st Glamorgan Bantams 
began enlisting on December 22; and then on 
January 31, 1915 as the last recruits of the 17th 
Battalion left, the first recruits of the 18th 
Battalion, 2nd Glamorgan Bantams arrived. 

After the war, due to the close ties established 
with the town, the standard of the 18th Battalion 
was brought to Porthcawl and still hangs today in 
All Saints’ Church. 

The South Wales Borderers were also engaged 
at Cambrai, near Rumilly-En-Cambresis. They 
had within their ranks 2nd Lieutenant Eranklyn 
Theodore Rowland Rowlands, who was reported 
missing in action November 21, 1917. 

Eranklyn was the only child bom on September 
25, 1898 to Rowland and Mary Rowlands. As a 
consequence of his profession as a barrister, his 
father Rowland often travelled to London where he 
met and married Mary, an American citizen on 
September 30, 1896 in Thorpe St Mary, Surrey; 
where Eranklyn was later christened on Eebmary 
25,1899. 

Yet Eranklyn was born at Torrington Cottage, 
The Square, Porthcawl. In the 1901 Census, 
Eranklyn is found still living there with his Uncle 
Charles, a law student and a domestic nurse while 
his parents are once again back in London. Uncle 
Charles went on to play rugby for London Welsh 
after the war. 

In the 1911 Census the family are based in St 
John’s Wood, where they stayed until May 1918 
when Rowland Rowlands, Barrister, was appointed 
as Judge of the No 30 (Swansea District Circuit). 

That same month they received a telegram 
confirming that their son, Eranklyn, had been 
killed and had been ‘buried by the enemy.’ He and 
Mary then moved to Clevis Cottage, Newton 
where she died in 1928 and he in 1935. 

Although throughout his life his parents largely 
remained in London, Eranklyn tended to return to 
Porthcawl during school holidays from 
West mi nster College and later Sandhurst, to stay 
with his grandfather Moses at Beach View, 


Victoria Avenue and play golf at the Royal 
Porthcawl Golf Club until his posting to Prance on 
October 26,1917. 

2nd Lieutenant Eranklyn Theodore Rowland 
Rowlands was later buried by the CWGC at 
Marcoing British Cemetery and is remembered on 
the Porthcawl Memorial. He was 19 years old. 

On the home front, residents of the town were 
beginning discussions for a town war memorial. 
These first meetings centred on how it was going 
to be financed and where it was to be sited. Many 
more meetings were called before both were 
decided. 

Purther, soldiers home on leave or for 
convalescence were also being thought of. 
‘Thousands who gathered outside the Council 
Chambers (SPAR today) witnessed the 
presentations made to local heroes.’ (Porthcawl 
News November 15, 1917) - of watches, rings and 
other such mementoes, which continued until the 
end of the war. 

In late November, a Licenced Victuallers 
meeting was held at the Pier Hotel to complain 
about the new laws on the state control of alcohol. 
Excessive drinking was thought to be a threat to 
munitions production. 

To counter this, the government took the drastic 
step of nationalising some public houses, reduced 
alcohol content, increased prices, and introduced 
the sale of food into pubs. 

The initiative was first trialled in the Carlisle- 
Gretna District where it was also prohibited to 
serve alcohol to people under the age of 18. The 
scheme proved so successful that the act was 
encouraged throughout the country after the war. 

Another tide of change in wartime, women 
working outside the home, was prevalent in the 
town as it was reported in the local newspaper that 
‘Miss Matthews, ticket collector, Porthcawl Station 
has been appointed travelling ticket collector.’ 
(Porthcawl News November 8, 1917.) 

Pinally, news reached the town through a report 
in the GWR Railway Magazine that 25 German 
prisoners engaged at making a road through an 
orchard at Pencoed had escaped. By 8pm that 
same day, two prisoners had reached Llanwern! 

Mr W Evans, station master at Llanwern gave 
chase on his bike and overtook them. When 
challenged they surrendered.

ALL guide dogs play a role in 
keeping their owners safe, but 
the Vale has one partnership 
that is extra-special. 

Sid, a two-year-old yellow Labrador 
retriever, is one of only two working 
guide dogs in Wales trained to walk on 
his owner’s right instead of the left. 

This allows his owner. Sue Dyer of 
Barry, to use a walking stick in her left 
hand after a fall left her with chronic 
back pain. 

Sue began losing her sight to an 
aggressive form of age-related macular 
degeneration eight years ago. “I only 
knew because I was putting on make¬ 
up and, when I closed one eye, I 
couldn’t see anything,” she said. 

“I’d been working as a taxi driver 
and had just bought a new car when the 
second eye went and I had to give up. 

“I hated going out unless someone 
was with me, and felt people were 
staring at my cane. Being partially 
sighted meant I wouldn’t leave the 
house for a fortnight at a time.” 


Sue was put in touch with Guide 
Dogs Cymru, who provided her with a 
four-legged solution in the form of Sid. 

“He has made a big difference and 
given me a lot of confidence,” she said. 
“I’ve been into town, and into the 
school yard to collect my grandson, 
which I hated doing before I had the 
dog. 

“Guide dogs make people more 
friendly. If you walk with a stick, 
people get out of your way and don’t 
talk to you. But they will talk to you if 
you have a guide dog.” 

Senior practitioner Tony Harvey, 
who retrained Sid to work on the right, 
said: “People with various different 
sight conditions can be helped by a 
guide dog and you do not have to be 
totally blind to be eligible. 

“Sid allows Sue to make the most of 
the vision she has and, thanks to Guide 
Dogs’ innovative training methods, he 
made the switch to right-hand working 
with ease.”

A spokesman for the 
Docks Incinerator Action 
Group, which is opposed 
to the plant being 
allowed to operate, said:

GEM readers may 
recall last week’s 
harrowing report 
of a Vale farmer 
whose livelihood is 
threatened by a 
dog (or dogs) that 
has attacked his 
sheep. 

The possibilty that it 
might be the same dog 
has arisen because the 
attacks always happen 
on Wednesday. 

Ben Jones and his 
family welcomed 
visitors to his farm in 
Hensol to talk about the 
sad and disturbing 
events. 

Ben Jones, who runs 
a 65 acre tenant sheep 
farm on the outskirts of 
Hensol in the Vale of 
Glamorgan with his 
wife Julia, lost nearly a 
fifth of his stock due to 
dog attacks. 

The couple, who 
have a five-month old 
daughter, spent years 
building up their 
farming business but are 
now close to giving it 
up completely. 

Ben initially started 
renting land in Dyffryn 
where he encountered 
two of his sheep being 
killed by a dog and the 
stress of the attack 
causing most of his 
flock to abort their 
lambs. 

He said: “The field 
had a footpath going 
through it and many

people use it to walk 
their dogs. Finding my 
sheep like that was just 
devastating. I don’t 
understand why those 
walking in the 
countryside just can’t 
keep their dogs on a 
lead. These attacks were 
so unnecessary.” 

Wanting to avoid any 
further incidents, he 
started renting land on 
an annual tenancy in 
Hensol in May 2015 but 
has since then had three 
separate attacks on his 
sheep there. 

“I thought this land 
here was more suitable 
because there is no 
public right of way 
through the fields. So 
you can just about 
imagine our devastation 
when we found our next 
lot of sheep savaged by 
a dog. 

“In July this year six 
of our ewes were killed 
by a dog and eight 
injured. The lambs 
never grew to any 
significant weight 
afterwards and one of 
the ewes killed was a 
Texel that I only 
purchased two weeks 
before”. 

The Texel ewe had 
previously been 
wormed and bolused 
and was killed by a dog. 
That one attack alone 
cost him in excess of 
£1,800 including the 
loss of the ewes, vet 
fees and disposal fees. 

Another attack came 
at the start of October, 
following which nine 
ewes were killed and 
four were badly injured 
to the extent that they 
can no longer be used 
for breeding. 

Two weeks later 
another three ewes were 
killed and three badly 
injured. 

“The injured ewes 
can no longer be used 
for breeding. So, I am 
not only losing my 
livestock but the ones I 
have left are so stressed 
and damaged that I 
can’t breed from them 
anymore,” said Ben. 

The most recent 
attack happened on 
Wednesday October 18, 
killing a further three 
ewes and injuring 
another four, an attack 
Ben saw in action. 

“For some reason the 


attacks always happen 
on Wednesday. It’s 
really quite 

unbelievable. This time 
round I saw the dog 
while it was attacking a 
ewe. 

“I tried to catch it but 
it ran away. I managed 
to get a photo of it but 
have no idea whom it 
belongs to or where it 
has come from. 

“The advice I had 
from the police is to 
shoot it but I don’t have 
a shotgun license and it 
takes 16 weeks to get 
one. By the time that 
comes through I might 
not have any sheep 
left,” he said. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, FUW senior 
policy officer Dr Hazel 
Wright said: “What we 
need to protect farm 
businesses from the 
severe financial and 
emotional stress, is 
improved public 
awareness, coupled with 
central recording of 
incidents, tighter 
regulation and better 
enforcement. 

“Because of such 
attacks, farm businesses 
like Ben’s lose stock, 
production decreases 
due to stress on the 
animals, and farmers 
have to deal with their

animals aborting lambs 
and calves and with that 
the loss of future 
earnings from stock. 

“I urge those walking 
their dogs in the 
countryside to put their 
dogs on a lead and it 
also critical that farmers 
come forward and 
report such incidents to 
the police.”

Assembly committee 
to examine issue 
of suicide in Wales 


A NEW Welsh 
Government 
inquiry will look at 
issues surrounding 
suicide in Wales and 
what is being done 
to address it. 

The National 

Assembly’s Health, 
Social Care and Sport 
Committee will be 
examining the reasons 
why between 300 and 
350 people kill 
themselves in Wales each 
year. 

Suicide is a major 
cause of death for people 
aged 15-44, and about 
three quarters of people 
who commit suicide are 
men. 

The committee will 
also look at the Welsh 
Government’s suicide 
and self-harm prevention 
strategy - ‘Talk to me 2’, 
which is designed to 
reduce numbers through 
promoting and 

supporting programmes 


and services across the 
country. 

In evidence to the 
committee’s inquiry on 
loneliness and isolation 
earlier this year, 
Samaritans Cymru 
praised the content of 
‘Talk to me 2’, but raised 
concerns about its local 
implementation which is 
said to be ‘patchy’. 

“More than 300 
people a year in Wales 
reach a point where they 
feel the only way out of a 
situation is to take their 
own lives,” said Dai 
Lloyd AM, chair of the 
Health, Social Care and 
Sport Committee. 

“We want to know 
what is being done to 
help people who feel this 
way and whether we 
should be doing more. 

“We will be looking at 
the extent of the problem 
and its causes, the social 
and economic impact of 
suicides and the 
effectiveness of the 
Welsh Government’s 


approach to suicide 
prevention. 

“This is a deeply 
emotive subject for many 
people. Anyone affected 
by issues surrounding 
suicide and who is 
thinking of contributing 
should know their 
submission will be 
treated sensitively. 

“I would urge anyone 
contemplating harming 
themselves or taking 
their own life to seek 
help, either through their 
GP or counselling 
services such as the 
Samaritans.” 

Anyone wishing to

Committee report 
seeks ‘real cost 
of Welsh laws’ 


THE Welsh Government 
should “consider options to 
monitor and evaluate how 
much new laws are actually 
costing”, according to a 
National Assembly committee. 

The Finance Committee believes 
closer scrutiny is needed to find out 
where costs are coming from and who 
is incurring those costs, and to ensure 
the accuracy of how estimates are put 
together when laws are first introduced 
as bills. 

Although financial estimates of 
proposed legislation are scrutinised as 
part of the Assembly’s law-making 
process, it only happens at the first 
stage when a Regulatory Impact 
Assessment (RIA) is published along 
with a Bill. 

The Finance Committee noted that it 
would be possible to amend the RIA at 
later stages without suitable scrutiny of 
the changes. 

In the case of the Additional 
Learning Needs and Education 
Tribunal (Wales) Bill a £12.7 million 
alteration was made to the Welsh 
Government’s estimate. 

On that occasion, at the request of 
the Finance Committee, the 
government agreed to delay the Bill’s 
progress to allow further scrutiny. 

The Committee also wants to see 
more scrutiny of costs incurred 
through subordinate legislation, such 
as regulations which are added after a 
law is passed. Currently there is no 
formal mechanism to establish the 
accuracy of the estimates. 

“Public finances are coming under 
increasing pressure as austerity and 
uncertainty surrounding Brexit 
continue to take their toll,” said Plaid 


Cymru’s Simon Thomas AM, Chair of 
the Finance Committee. 

“As more powers and 
responsibilities are devolved to the 
Assembly, it is essential we have 
robust procedures for ensuring both 
laws and the costs that come with them 
are as accurate as they can be for the 
people of Wales. 

“This Committee accepts that the 
estimates which accompany new 
legislation are just that, but we believe 
that there should be more opportunity 
to monitor and evaluate these costs, 
both to ensure value for money, but 
also to increase the accuracy of the 
processes which produce the estimates 
in the first place. 

“We are recommending that the 
Welsh Government do more to ensure 
that public bodies are not routinely 
incurring higher costs than those 
anticipated, and that the Assembly is 
informed when there are significant 
alterations made to RIAs.” 

The Committee makes 14 
recommendations in its report, 
including: 

The Welsh Government should 
build evaluation periods into its 
assessment of the costs of legislation to 
allow for review and evaluation of 
transitional funding; 

The summary information included 
in RIAs contain explicit reference to 
how any costs identified in the RIA 
will be funded and by whom and; 

The Welsh Government commit to 
providing as full a picture of the costs 
of subordinate legislation as possible 
when proposing primary legislation. 

The report has been sent to the 
Welsh Government for consideration.

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ITs fair to say Thor’s latest 
adventure (Ragna)-roks! 


O F all the 
main 

Avengers, it 
seems Thor’s had 
the most difficult 
few years. All was 
well when he made 
his bow in the 
Kenneth Branagh- 
directed Thor, and 
he had a whale of a 
time defending 
New York and 
getting quippy in 
The Avengers, but 
since then, it’s not 
been so good. 

The Thor sequel, The 
Dark World, was one of 
the weakest entries in 
the Marvel canon to 
date, while his most 
important scenes in 
Avengers sequel Age of 
Ultron ended up on the 
cutting room floor, 
making his visions of a 
greater evil all that 
more befuddling. 

It’s safe to say that 
the old ‘God of 
Thunder’ needs 
something of a spruce 
up, an injection of 
something a bit 
different - Thor: 
Ragnarok, under the 
auspices of director 
Taika Waititi, promises 
that. 

It sees the titular 
character (played by 
Chris Hemsworth) on 
the search for that 
greater evil he foresaw 
in Age of Ultron; but 


when a chain of events 
sees him beaten and 
banished by the deadly 
Hela (Cate Blanchett), 
he finds himself on 
Sakaar, a planet where 
competitors battle each 
other, overseen by the 
Grandmaster (Jeff 
Goldblum). 

While there, Thor 
finds himself in battle 
with a familiar green 
face - The Hulk (Mark 
Buffalo), and the pair 
soon hatch a plan to 
escape the planet and 
tackle Hela head on; but 
they’ll need the help of 
new friends (Tessa 
Thompson’s Valkyrie) 
and old (Tom 
Hiddleston’s Loki)... 

You get the sense that 
with their new-placed 
emphasis on the 
magical and mystical. 
Marvel seem to know 
where their foundations 
are, and what they can 
and can’t do to give 
their characters a 
freshen-up. Thor was a 
character most certainly 
in need of a new coat of 
paint, and in Ragnarok, 
director Taika Waititi 
has done this and more. 
It’s by no means 
flawless, but it is hugely 
fun and exciting. 

With mega-sequel(s) 
Infinity War on the 
horizon, you would 
expect that the films 
produced in the run-up 
to this climactic chapter 
would be having to 
carry some of that 


weight, yet odd nods 
here and there aside, 
this is a film focused on 
Thor, that feels lighter 
and more breezy than 
previous outings. That it 
manages this while not 
losing focus on the 
overarching drama is a 
testament indeed to 
director Waititi. 

Known for (far 
smaller) fare such as 
Hunt For The 
Wilderpeople, the 
hilarious What We Do 
In The Shadows and 
Eagle V5 Shark, 

Waititi’s comedic chops 
are without question - 
but can he make his 
voice heard above the 
blockbuster din? The 
answer is yes. 

There are countless 
moments of wonderful 
comedy that have his 
hallmark, but to be able 
to mesh this with the 
scale of these films and 
not lose his signature 
shows how 

accomplished a director, 
and how well- 
marshalled, this film is. 
Visually the film is a 
kaleidoscope of colour 
and vibrancy, while a 
small set-piece that 
gives you some 
background to how 
deadly Hela can be is 
gorgeously realised. 

Waititi is also 
fortunate in that in 
Chris Hemsworth you 
have an actor capable of 
being the big hero, yet 
also willing to embrace

Vale Council defends 
its ‘office let’ to MP 


PLAID Cymru has 
criticised the Vale Council 
for letting newly 
refurbished council-owned 
offices to local MP Alun 
Cairns.

quality office accommodation is in 
short supply in the town. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian 
Johnson said: “I gave my support 
to £135,000 of investment in the 
regeneration of the Waterfront to 
support local business and create 
quality local jobs. 

“Now I find that the Tory-run 
Vale Council is renting one of 
these newly created offices to Tory 
politicians, rather than to Barry 
businesses with vision and 
ambition. 

“The purpose of regeneration 
funding at BSC2 is to generate 


greater returns, such as increased 
jobs, through investment in 
infrastructure - not to subsidise 
public sector employment.” 

Vale Leader, Cllr John Thomas 
said: “Alun Cairns MP was one of 
the first local employers to express 
an interest in taking one of the 
exciting new offices in the BSC2 
and was keen to support this new 
council development. 

“There remains office space 
available for rent within the BSC 
and BSC2 as existing occupiers in 
the BSC have moved to the bigger 
offices available in the BSC2. 

“The development of the BSC 
and the new BSC2 will provide an 
exciting opportunity for local 
businesses and employers, and the 
council hopes to welcome more 
new and existing businesses into 
the fantastic facilities provided at 
these two neighbouring sites, 
which form part of the on-going 
redevelopment of the Waterfront.”

FUW warning 


WITH bonfire night 
fast approaching, 
the Farmers’ Union 
of Wales (FUW) is 
urging people to 
remember the 
distress that 

fireworks and sky 
lanterns can cause 
to livestock and 
pets - and reminds 
them of the dangers 
posed by bonfires. 

“We call on people to 
stick to the firework 
safety code at all times, 
especially over the 
bonfire and Halloween 
season, to minimise the 
risk to livestock, pets and 
humans,” said FUW 
policy officer Charlotte 
Priddy. 

“This time of year 
poses many dangers to 
animals and children - so 
don’t let negligence and 
ignorance be the cause 
for a real-life horror,” 
added Mrs Priddy. 

Animals in general are 
not fond of the noise of 
fireworks and can 
become quite anxious 
during this time of year. 
Therefore, the FUW 
urges people to be 


considerate and not let 
them off near livestock. 

“It is also a good idea 
to make sure that your 
pets have been micro- 
chipped by a vet and that 
the details on the chip are 
up to date prior to bonfire 
night, just in case they go 
missing,” said Mrs 
Priddy. 

The FUW 

recommends that people 
visit an organised 
display, but if you are 
having a display at home, 
please make sure you 
follow the firework code 
at all times to minimise 
the stress for farm 
animals and children. 

It is also advisable to 
give neighbours a few 
days notice of your 
firework display, 

particularly if they are 
elderly, have young 
children or pets. 

“We further urge 
people not to use sky 
lanterns, which have 
been banned by nearly 
half the county councils 
in Wales, as they pose 
significant dangers to 
livestock and are, of 
course, a considerable 
fire safety risk,” added 
Mrs Priddy.

FARMING MATTERS 


Broadly speaking, rural broadband 
and mobile connectivity are lacklustre 


B roadband 

and mobile 
connectivity 
in rural Wales is a 
subject many of our 
members feel 
strongly about - 
mainly because so 
many still find 
themselves without 
an acceptable 
connection, or live in 
a mobile not-spot - 
and yes, that applies 
for us here in 
Glamorgan as well. 

Who would have 
thought it, given our 
close proximity to 
Cardiff? 

The FUW has been a 
supporter of increasing 
both broadband and 
mobile phone coverage 
in Wales, and worked 
closely with Ofcom and 
others for more than a 
decade to highlight the 
needs of Wales’ 
communities in terms of 
both. 

I was therefore 
baffled to see a report 
by the National 
Assembly for Wales’ 
Economy, Infrastructure 
and Skills Committee, 
entitled ‘Digital 


Infrastructure in Wales’, 
which included a 
recommendation that 
‘The Welsh Government 
should consider making 
future public subsidy 
conditional on 
supporting government 
policy to improve 
digital infrastructure, 
and to ensure that it 
meets the needs of 
consumers in the future, 
in particular any likely 
convergence between 
broadband and mobile 
internet connectivity.’ 

We are certainly 
unaware of any 
instances where farmers 
have refused to enter 
into a fair agreement 
with commercial 
companies responsible 
for digital 

infrastructure - but we 
are aware of many cases 
where agreement has 
been reached between 
farmers and 
communication 
companies, but planning 
permission has been 
refused. 

There have also been 
instances where 
companies have 
behaved in unacceptable 
and unprofessional 
ways in order to try and 
install communication 
infrastructure on private

land. 

Yes, there may well 
be a handful of cases 
where landowners have 
been uncooperative, but 
the FUW would suggest 
that members of the 
committee have been 
misled if they believe 
this is so widespread 
that it warrants a 
draconian 
recommendation to 
government. 

Rather, we would 
suggest that the 
underlying motive for 
those who have 
suggested such a barrier 
exists at any scale, is 


the wish to boost 
company profits by 
seeking changes which 
would allow farmers 
and landowners to be 
bullied into signing 
contracts which do not 
represent the 
commercial nature of 
work and installations. 

Of course, we share 
the committee’s 
frustrations regarding 
barriers to broadband 
and mobile coverage, 
but find it wholly 
unacceptable that the 
committee has been led 
to believe that it would 
be desirable to see 
multi-billion pound 
commercial companies 
boosting their profits by 
forcing family farms to 
accept one-sided 
agreements that in no 
way reflect the 
commercial nature of 
mobile and broadband 
infrastructure. 

On a final note this 
week, I would like to 
remind our members 
that we have an open 
meeting on November 7, 
at St Mary’s Hotel, 
Pencoed, starting at 
7.30pm. We will be 
joined by HCC chair 
Kevin Roberts, and look 
forward to plenty of 
#FarmingMatters chats. 


Key meeting over disposal of 
Hinckley ‘dredged material’ 
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THE Vale Council 
will meet the Welsh 
Government next 
Wednesday, 
November 8, to 
discuss the disposal 
of dredged material 
at Cardiff Grounds 
in the Bristol 
Channel. 

The council recently 
said it was keen to ensure 
all the necessary 
safeguards were in place 
in case radioactive 
material is deposited. 

It said it wanted to 
meet the Welsh Cabinet 
Secretary for 

Environment and Rural 
Affairs, Lesley Griffiths, 
to outline the council’s 
concerns. 

A licence runs until 
2019 allowing for the 
disposal of dredged 
materials resulting from 
work at Hinkley Point 


Power Station. 

Cllr John Thomas, 
Leader of the Vale 
Council, told The GEM: 
“Since the report on the 
disposal of material at 
the Cardiff Grounds was 
discussed at Cabinet on 
October 9, there has been 
a detailed discussion at 
the council’s 

environment and 

regeneration scrutiny 
committee on October 
12 . 

“I have also written to 
the Cabinet Secretary for 
the Environment and 
Rural Affairs and the 
chief executive of 
Natural Resources Wales 
(NRW). 

“My initial request for 


an urgent meeting with 
the Cabinet Secretary 
was declined, but I have 
since been given 15 
minutes to meet with her 
on November 8, along 
with the Leader of 
Cardiff Council, Cllr 
Huw Thomas. 

“I have also recently 
met with representatives 
of EDF Energy to discuss 
the issues around the 
dredging and disposal of 
material associated with 
the construction of 
Hinkley Point. 

“As an outcome of 
that meeting, EDF have 
been invited to attend the 
next environment and 
regeneration scrutiny 
committee on November 


9 to present their views 
and where members will 
also receive an update of 
my meeting with the 
Cabinet Secretary.” 

Last month, the Welsh 
Government emphasised 
the licence was not for 
the disposal of nuclear 
waste. The material 
licenced for disposal is 
sediment dredged from 
the Severn Estuary. 

No disposal has taken 
place so far, and 
materials to be disposed 
of would have to be 
sampled and tested, and 
subject to further written 
approval by NRW. 

The Welsh 

Government added that a 
sound assessment 

process is in place to 
protect the marine 
environment and human 
health for present and 
future generations.

PUPILS at 

Heronsbridge 
School in Bridgend 
are set to get a new 
car valeting 

business off the 
ground with help 
from local 

prepoerty developer 
Lovell. 

Pupils ranging from 
16 to 19 at the special 
school, which caters for a 
wide range of learning 
needs, will launch the 
service using equipment 
funded by an £875 
donation from Lovell. 

The company is 
building new homes for 
Hafod close to the 
school. 

By working in and 
running the car valeting 
business, based in the 
school grounds, 

Heronsbridge pupils will 
improve their 

employability skills and 
gain valuable work 
experience. 


They will be involved 
in all aspects of the 
business from dealing 
with customers, 

managing money and 
operating the cleaning 
service to looking after 
health and safety. 

Initially, the service 
will be open to the 
school’s 180 staff and 
visitors but it may also be 
made available to the 
public in the future. The 
school hopes to launch 
the new valeting business 
in January 2018. 

“Pupils will help run 
the business for two days 
a week,” said 
Heronsbridge School’s 
work-based learning 
instructor Mandy Taylor.

HUW IRRANCA-DAVIES has 
suggested that the Welsh 
Government could use its new 
tax-levying powers to boost 
care provision for old people. 

The Ogmore AM said the proportion 
of elderly people requiring residential 
care is forecast to rise by over 80 per 
cent by 2035, alongside a rise of nearly 
70 per cent in the proportion requiring 
non-residential care. 

He said it has been suggested that a 


ring-fenced trustee-led levy going into 
an enhanced social insurance fund 
could help fund social care in Wales 
for the foreseeable future. 

Mr Irranca-Davies said: “Wouldn’t 
this be a fine example of using the 
principles enshrined in the Future 
Generations and Well-Being Act to 
guide the development of Welsh taxes 
and levies and to improve the lives of 
Welsh citizens?”
